READING, PA , Sept. 20.—A bad wreck 


Xm tho Reading railroad, se\enteen miles 
above here, occurred last night. The 
Pottsville express, running forty miles 
an hour, contained possibly 150 passen- 
gers, and consists of engine and tender, 
mail ind express coaches and three pas- 
senger cars. Shortly before six o'clock 
a freight ran into a cool train, throwing 
several cars of tho latter off the track, 
and before the train hands had time to 
warn-the Potfs\ille express it ran into 
the wrecked coal cars. Tho engine went 
down an embankment followed by tUe 
train with its human freight. £*omo of 
the passengers managed to Orawl out 
and arouse the neigVo&rhood. Up to 
ten o'clock last ^gtt six dead and thirty 
wounded l^fl ^een taken out.

IATEE. 


READING, Pa., Sept. 20.—The full 


realization of the indescribable horror 
of last night's wreck, were more fully 
revealed at daylight this morning. The 
engine lay in four and a half feet of 
water with tho body of tho engineer, 
John White, still pinned beneath it. 
The engine is battered out of shape and 
its machinery bent and twisted like a 
toy. Tho tender, baggage, mail cars 
and passenger coaches, Ho in the suc- 
cession in Tvhich they left the track, the 
timbers broken and the cars overturned, 
pinning the unreseued victims in n 
death embrace at the bottom of the 
river. The distance from tho point 
where the engine left the tracks going 
down the steep twenty-five foot embank- 
ment and then dashing over the rocky 
bed of tho river is fully 150 feet, show- 
'ing that the train nt tho time of the ac- 
cident must have been going at a terrific 
speed. 


The work of searching for bodies was 


carried on without cessation through- 
out the night. A number had been 
taken out by eight o'clock this morning. 
The number of bodies recovered now 
foots up to twenty. The body of G. R. 
Kaeroher, general counsel for tho Read- 
ing, was taken out of a wrecked parlor 
car early this morning. It was almost 
nnrecognizable. 
The scene at the 


wreck is a ghastly one. A long row of 
dead lie along tho banks of the river, 
which increases as another body is re- 
covered from the river. There is a largo 
force at work, but it will be difficult to 
move tho heavy cars. Thousands have 
flocked to the scene of tho disaster, and 
their aid, though kindly proffered, is of 
little service, while experienced men are 
required. 


A large majority of the victims both 


dead and injuried belonged in tho coal 
region along the Reading raihoad, A 
delegation of citizens from Mahanoy 
City arrived at tho wreck this forenoon 
to take charge of their dead. It is said 
that the list of injured now comprises 
about fifty people. 


Engineer White and fireman Templin, 


who were killed in the disaster tilled the 
places of Louis and George Heller, en- 
gineer and fireman who lost their lives 
on the samo train in a wreck at Tucker- 
ton, June 23rd, lost. A list of the killed 
and injured will be furnished as sooa as 
it can be obtained.

THE ItEW'ETT LAW. 


The Catholics of Wisconsin Will Ac- 


complish Itg Itepenl. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 20.—The 


Catholic anti-Bennett state central com- 
mittee has issued a circular printed in 
the German and English languages, to 
the Catholic clergy of the state, asking 
them to assist in effecting a thorough 
organization of the Catholic voters of 
this state, in order to procure tho repeal 
of the Bennett law. The circular con- 
cludes as follows: ' 'To procure a repeal 
of this act, it is necessary, first, that 
Governor Hoard, this fanatical enemy 
of our parochial schools, be defeated, 
and the democratic state ticket elected. 
Second, that a safe majority for us be 
scoured in the nest legislature. To this 
end we ask yonr reverence to use your 
influence so that in the cancusses in 
your parish or mission only such candi- 
dates will be placed in nomination, as 
will pledge themselves for the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Bennet law."

On Kentuckj's Soil Between Italian 


Laborers aud a Sheriff's Posse 


--Several Men Killed. 


GVMsnsuuiK), Ky., Sept. 20.—Two or 


three weeks ago Kehoe, a contractor on 
the Norfolk A Western railroad, near 
Wayno C. H., W. V., ekippped out, 
leaving debts unpaid. Among the ored- 
itars were 200 Italian laborers. As a re- 
sult of the contractor's flight, several 
men were killed yesterday. The con- 
tractor who succeeded Kehoe on the rail- 
road, put a number of new laborers to 
work iu a cut where the Italians previ- 
ously had been engaged. To this the 
Italians objected, and ran the new men 
out three successive times and demanded 
the money due them. During each bat- 
tle several men on either side were badly 
injured. 


The contractor appealed to thefcivil 


authorities for protection and yesterday 
the sheriff of Wayne county, with a 
posse of twenty men, appeared at the 
works to arrest tho Italians. 
Immed- 


iately upon the appearance of the sher- 
iffs pofebe a terrible fight ensued. 
The 


Italians surrounded the sheriff and 
party and for a time things looked, de- 
cidedly blue for them. Firing was gen- 
eral all along the lino. After the shoot- 
ing several men were found stretched 
upon tho ground dead. Forty Italians 
were arrested and jailed. None of the 
sheriff's posse was hurt badly. 
The 


scene of the fight is fifty miles from 
here and information is hard to obtain.

Statute to His Memory 


Aew York. 


NEW YORK, Sopt. 20.—When the Tri- 


bune building was erected in 1874, a 
place was reserved for a statue of the 
Tribune's founder, Horace Greely. It 
was at first intended that the unveiling 
of this statue should take place April 
10,1890, the commencement of the Tri- 
bune's fiftieth year. Delays occurred 
in the work, however, and occasioned a 
postponement of the ceremonies until 
to-day. 


The statue is a colossal one of bronze. 


It represents Mr. Greely seated and 
looking upward and to one side, as if 
his attention had just been di&tracted 
from the copy of tho Tribune which ho 
holds in his hands, Standing erect tho 
statue will be nearly eleven feet high. 
A plain, but handsome block of dork 
polished, granite forms tho base. 
Its 


only inscription is: 
"Horace Greely, 


founder of the New York Tribune." 
The weight of the statue is about 3,000 
pounds, and the entire cost to the Tri- 
une something like §20,000. 
Sculptor 


J, A. Ward spent eighteen months on 
it. 


The ceremonies attending the unveil 


ing were very simple. Col. John Hay 
represented the Tribune as master of 
ceremonies. Miss Dabrillo Greely, an 
own daughter of Horace Gieely, un- 
veiled tho statue, Mr. C. M. Depew de- 
livered an address, and Bishop Potter 
pronounced the benediction at the close 
of the ceremonies. Many prominent 
persons, including city officials, busi- 
ness and newspaper men and others 
were present. The ceremonies began at 
11 o'clock a. m.

knavish. In country places, where 
each is personally known to every 
other, loguish genius tiuds a poo; field 
for the display of its powers, and the 
knave is quickly marked as such and 
an embargo placed upon las opera- 
tions. In consequence of this the rural 
rascal soon emigrates to the city, 
•where his identity can be changed a< 
opportunity or necessity re.juires. 


From a ".sharper"' much may be 


learned of practical value to a thor- 
oughly honest and cousciencious man. 
It is, however, 0:1 the theorv that e\ii 
must be understood that it may lie 
avoided, that an expose of the modus 
operandi of sharpers, swindleis. con- 
fidence men—all the numerous fra- 
ternity of rogues who li\e bv their 
wits, in foct —is rendere i highly de- 
sirable. 


!Many readers will ;io doubt resent 


the imputation that .v.ieh information 
could by any chance prove of t-enice 
to them, believing that they "know a 
thing or two—or three." and. thot'gh 
country born and bred, can "take in'' a 
great city. Chicago, for instance, with- 
out employing a personal guide, or car- 
rying printed instructions. As the 
devil is ?aid to gloat over the prospects 
presented by those who rely solely upon 
their own strength and righteousness, 
so the city sharper lies in wait for coun- 
tiymen. "wise in their own conceit," 
whose arrival in town promises a large 
and. what is still more gratify ing, an 
easily gatheied harvest. 


Country people are not behind the 


dweller;; in cities, oi'hTiu intelligence 
'or s-ngacity: indeed, in both regards 
they no doubt e«-el the latter. They 
are easily victimized by the city 
'"shark," because of their strange sur- 
roundings, the unfamiliar manneis and 
customs of those w ith whom they come 
in contact, and their inability to com- 
prehend the depra\ity to which human 
nature can descend, while at the same 
maintaining a decidedly prepossessing 
appearance and most courtly address. 


The plans by which people can be 


relieved of their money without resort- 
ing to the sand-bag or other forms of 
violence, are as vaiiotis as the brains 
of the "con men" are fertile in imagin- 
ation and invention. 


It is this great variety of methods 


which enmeshes and too frequently 
utterly discomfits the rural visitor. A 
well-dressed old gentleman will fre- 
quently stop him on the street and ad- 
dress him by the name of Thompson, 
learn that he is Oliver Green, of 
Greenville, apologizes for his mistake 
and passes on. A few minutes later 
he is hailed in his own proper name 
by a. smooth confederate of the old 
gentleman, who, two times out of 
three, succeeds in convincing him that 
he has known his son at school, or his 
brother in Kansas, or even the visitor 
himself at Greenville. -The particular 
scheme depends upon 
the circum- 


stances of the case, especially the 
amount of information that has previ- 
ously been secured. Confidence once 
established, the sharper adroitly learns 
the manner of man he has to deal with. 
This determined, the rest is usually 
plain sailing. If the proposed victim 
drinks, -which fact must be ascertained 
without making 
any "breaks," his 


money is as food as von already. A 
"tough" saloon is visited, and when the 
sight-seer comes to himself, 
often 


enough in a police station, it is to 
mourn the loss of his money and-watch. 


The "con man" is exceedingly ver- 


satile, and can furnish anv information 


erau in the art of duplicity met a young 
granger in a Chicago street, apparently 
convinced him tint he was an old 
friend of his dead brother, and steered 
him into 
a snide gambling-hou*e. 


Once there, he treated the faro-dealer 
to li.jr.or, with the result of producing 
lu^ seeming intoxication. 
Then he 


w0:1 quite* sum from the bank, and 
induced }Ir. Verdant to try his luck. 
As the latter displayed quite a large 
amount of money, lie -was allowed to 
win at first by way of encouraging him 
to increase hK play. 


In ten ]l)i!^!Ie^ he lud wo'i twice as 


many dollars. 


"I gue-s I'll be going." <-aid he. as 


he pocketed the cash and rose to his 
feet. 


"Don't think of it," remonstrated the 


"steerer.'' ''\ou can make a thousand. 
It's as easy as lying.'' 


"Then you'll be a sure winner. I'm 


not mean enough to beat my dead 
brother's friend out of the chance to 
make a fortune. Look out for him, 
though, for he might sober up any 
minute. I never saw such a rum-nosed 
fellow get so drunk on two drinks be- 
fore. 
Go in and win. Twenty dollars 


•will pay for my trip. I don't want the 
earth. Ta, ta." 


Not long ago a wealthy Iowa farmer 


visited Chicago, and stopped at a Clark 


with a Jorgeu note on one or their let- 
ter heads, informing him that they 
had sent their clerk to meet him, as 
the matter must be closed immediate- 
ly, or the best chance in Chicago be 
lost. 


The unsuspecting dispenser of drugs 


entered a hack with the false clerk 
arid was driven to a handsome piece 
of acre property, \\here he met the 
supposed owner. Satisfied with the 
price and that the title was good, he 
signed the contract on the spot, ad- 
vancing $1,0011 to secure the purchase. 


The above instance is only one of 


many which might be cited", where 
schrewd men, familiar with business 
transactions, have been duped by 
sharpers. 


Mock or fraudulent actions have 


always been a piolitic source of reve- 
nue to the city sharper. 
A room is 


seemed on a business street, aud a 
loud-voiced auctioneer placed in com- 
mand of the situation. Seemingly fine 
watches and jewelry are sold at various 
prices. It is unnecessary to state that 
these goods are ''snide," or, if genuine, 
aie knocked down to a confederate. 
Often fine goods are offered for inspec- 
tion, put up even for sale; a base imi- 
tation substituted 
when 
they are 


wrapped up for delivery. 
Many an 


unsuspecting 
countryman, 
having 


made a bid, has goods struck off to 
him and several times the amount of 


exposed by the daily press that native 
game has become "timid'' and difficult 
to "bag." Hence most of the victims 
are now sectored from the country, 
w here the Chicago papers have a very 
general circulation.

In these days swindling has been re< 


duced to a fine art, confidence men 
often making elaborate preparations 
and that at no small expense, to dis- 
cover and properly receive rural vis- 
itors. 


Last spring a well-to-do druggist, 


located in a thriving town of centra' 
Illinois, started for Chicago. 
On tho 


train ho fell in|o conversation with a 
very gentlemanly appearing man—ir 
reality a sharper—who soon learnec 
that ho was going to the city at tho 
call of Blank & Smith, a prominent 
and reputable real estate firm. 
He 


wished to invest a few thousands in 
real estate, and so take advantage 
the World's Fair boom in prices, ant 
the'firm had advised him that they 
had a rare opening for cash. 


Tho "gentlemanly stranger" soon 


left the train, and lost no time in send 


i ing a long dispatch to his partner in 


the city. 
Upon his arrival there the 


i druggist was met at the depot by 


young man who had no difficulty in 
convincing him that he was the confi 
dential clerk of Messrs. Blank & Smith 
whoso card he presented, together 


These lines, from Dr. Wolcott's "Ra- 


zor Seller," will serve to largely ex- 
ilain the success of the fraudulent 
.uctioneer. The buyer generally sup- 
poses that the seller has come dlshon- 
•stly by the goods he is slaughtering, 
and is hence eager to share in the prof- 
ts, without incurring either the odium 
or legal consequences of the theft. 
Sometimes the information is given 
out by the confederates that a descent 
of the police is feared, and that sales 
ire being rushed on that account. 
Then business becomes rushing, and no 
end of fraud is perpetrated in the con- 
iusion. Cigars are often sold in this 
way. 
Six or seven boxes are put up 


at a time and knocked down at about 
one-half their real value. As the goods 
cannot be delivered during the sale, a 
liberal deposit is required on each lot. 
When the entire stock has been dis- 


Fed of the purchasers, who have been 


felicitating themselves on their rare 
good fortune, are astonished and dis- 
comfited at receiving a bill in which 
the price bid is charged at so much a 
box, "instead of for the entire lot, as 
hey had understood. That being the 
established rule of such sales and the 
cigars not being worth the amount, 
they simply lose their deposit money 
and resolve to eschew snide auctions 
and stolen or smuggled goods in the 
future. 


"Partner wanted in well-established 


real estate and brokerage business: 
S8.000 profits last year. Bare chance 
for an energetic man. Z, 59." 


Such advertisements may be seen 


any day and every day in the Chicago 
papers. 
Some of them are no doubt 


legitimate, but for the most part they 
are decidedly "snide." A tolerably 
well-furnished office, a formidable set 
of books, in which are entered the

description and terms of sale of » large 
amount of city and country real estate, 
which has been picked up hero and 
there without the smallest authority 
from the owners or agents, and numer- 
ous equally delusive applications for 
large loans and "gilt-edged" security; 
tho-ic, together with a respectable- 
looking, smooth-talking old man -nd 
two or three "stool pigeons," who dart 
in at critical points during the nego- 
tiation wi h a "sucker1' to accept im- 
aginary offers and make imaginary 
loans, constitute the "well-established 
business" offeied for sale. 


This scheme has been so frequently 


swindled. 
Once secured, the new 


"partner" is systematically "frozen 
out," that is. after various schemes 
have been played upon him and all his 
surplus cash secured. One man in 
Madison street ' takes in."' on an aver- 
age, a partner a month. Frequently 
the swindled parties join the enter- 
prise and get even by rinding a new 
man with money to buy them out, ot 
take u third interest in. the '"rapidly 
growing business." 


Sometimes a "tartar"' is caught. Xot 


l<^g ago a prominent "operator"* in 
this line of swindling "took in"' a young 
man from Western Illinois. The latter 
found out hi- '"mistake" the very next 
dav. Having'locked the door he rested 
a revolver across a pile of the firm's 
"books," the better to insure his aim, 
and made the following demand uiwn 
his urbane partner: "My money or 
your life !" 


This variation from the stereotyped 


request of the typical highwayman pro- 
duced the desired effect. 
His $500 was 


returned aud a new victim sought. 


As before stated, business men, thor- 


oughly "up to suufi," are often taken 
in by slick confidence operators. 
One 


of the leading publishers and book- 
sellers of New York w as once swindled 
in the follow i»g unique manner : 


A clerical-looking old gentleman 


called one day, and presented a card 
which designated him as the President 
ol a Western college. 
He stated that 


he desired to purcha?e ?e^ eral thous- 
and volume^ for the college library. 
and a complete set of text-books for a 
new department of theology. 
After 


spending a •« eek in examining books, 
he made out a large order. 
The one 


thing he lacked w as a particular He- 
brew grammar which he had studied in 
his youth, and upon which he had .--et 
his heart. The firm did not have it, 
but sent out a clerk who found, in a 
rival establishment, an edition of sev- 
eral hundred volumes and the plates 
from which they had Keen printed. 
The old gentleman was delighted, and 
ordered the entire lot. This so pleased 
the publisher that lie bought not only 
the books but the plates, at rather a 
iiigh price. As the reverend gentle- 
man did not again put in an appear- 
ance, he called 
upon 
his 
rhal 


and learned, to his intense mor- 
tification. 
that 
the 
former, 
in 


reality a confidence man, had left tho 
books and plates, purchased by him 
no doubt in a junk shop as old paper 
and' metal, to be sold on commission. 
The sharper had collected the proceeds 
of the sale, over $800. and decamped. 
Returning, the purchaser sadly coa- 
templatedJiis worthless purchase". 


For three years and more, Chicago 


will be the Mecca for country pil- 
grims. 
The best advice that can be 


given them is to avoid not only stran- 
gers but ''friends" who introduce aud 
identify themselves in strange and un- 
expected ways.

Franklin and tlio "Stovo-l'ipo." 


The year 1890 is not the hun- 


dredth 
anniversary 
of 
so 
many 


iamous events as the year 1889, but 
!t has one distinction peculiar to 
to itself. It is the centenary of the 
stove-pipe hat," which had its first 
recognized beginnings among the hat- 
ters of Paris—who then, as now. set 
the civilised world's fashions in head- 
jear—in the year 1790. According to 
the French authorities on this subject, 
the tall hat which has, in one form or 
another, for nearly a hundred years 
been the mark of elegance and con- 
iormity to fashion, had its beginning in 
Benjamin Franklin's modest Quake 
broad-brim. 


"\Yheu Franklin went to France dur- 


ing the American war of independence, 
lie became, as is well known, an ob 
ject almost of adoration on the part of 
the Parisians. 
His simple, homely, 


honest manners quite captivated 
people who were heartily sick of tho 
frivolity, the pretense, the profligacy, 
the dand} ism of the old French court. 


Franklin's wise and witty philoso- 


phy and serene amiability won theii 
minds and hearts as' well: and ha 
presently became the emblem and 
typo of republican simplicity. 


Even his Quaker hat came in for .1 


share of the general admiration; am" 
during the years which preceded tho 
French revolution, the Parisian hat 
ters began to imitate it in their manu 
factui'es, but, to adapt it in some cle 
gree to French tastes, they narrowei 
the brim and lengthened the stiff 
flue-like crown. 


With the breaking out of the revo 


Intion and the downfall of royalty 
there came a sort of rebellion agains 
the manners and even the dress of thi 
old court. The ancient Greeks am" 
Komans were drawn upon for models 
in women's garments, and a head-gea 
was demanded for men. 


At this juncture nothing seemed sc 


fitting to the republican hatters as the 
modified broad-brim of Franklin; an< 
in the year 1790, therefore, the regu 
lar manufacture of it was begun, and i 
was put upon the market.

Bull," the typical Englishman, adopt 
ed it, and its primitive form is stil 
preserved in his conventional portrait 
But the "elegants"' soon lengthened 
its crown into the semblance of an ac 
tual section of a stove-pipe, and nar 
rowed its brim until it became next ti 
nothing. 


The hat has remained in fashion eve 


since, though it has undergone manj 
modifications of form in obedience t 
the caprices of changing years. It stil 
changes from year to year; at one tim 
its brim extends outward and rolls up 
ward, and its crown Hares, bell-like, at' 
the top; and again the ctown recedes 
into itself and becomes a more cylin- 
der, and the brim is a rim and nothing 
rnoie. But any old "stove-pipe" if 
kept long enough, will come iu fashion 
again.

In the case of Edward G. Isgrigg, ex 


ecutor, vs. Ida E. Schooley et al., from 
Clark county; tne supreme court of In 
diana has just rendered a decision which 
will be of interest, 
It is as follows 


S. was a member of a mutual benefit 


society in which he held a certificate for 
$2,000, payable to his wife, the appellee 
being abandoned by his wife, S. wished 
to make I., the appellant, the benefic- 
iary; the by-laws of the society permit- 
ted the beneficiary to be dhanged, bn 
required it to be done in a certain way 
S. complied with all the requirements 
of the by-laws so far as he could, bu 
could not entirely do so by reason ol 
the original beneficiary, the appellee, 
getting and wrongfully retaining pos 
session of his certificate; S. died and the 
society paid the money into court to 
await the result of the litigation. Held, 
that equity will aid imperfect changes 
of beneficiaries and it considers i thai 
done which ought to have been done 
and never requires impossibilities; that 
as S. did all in his power to change the 
beneficiary and was only prevented by 
wrong of the appellee, the appellant is 
the rightful beneficiary.

Sfcw Katlroad Enterprises In North- 


ern Indiana---The Outlook \ot Ku- 


couiagiii£---The lx>cal Budget. 


A gentleman from the northern part 


of tLe state, who was in the city yester- 
day, and who has taken a good deal of 
interest for years in railroad matters, 
says tho Indianapolis Journal, states 
that the outlook for the three roads pro- 
jected across northern Indiana is not 
very flattering. One of the roads pro- 
jected is known as the Wabash-Chicago 
line. An impression has gone out that 
the Wabash company is pushing the 
project, but an official said to a Journal's 
informant, this week, that the Wabash 
was not interested in it, and had no 
money to build a road with. The com 
pany that proposes to build the line, he 
added, was not overloaded with money. 
A second is the Toledo and Chicago Air- 
line. The projectors of this line have 
been promised money from three differ- 
ent sources, but eaoh time the capitalists 
have not done as they agreed in the 
matter. Goshen, Ind., has voted a sub- 
sidy to the enterprise, but in all other 
townships where elections have been 
held the vote was against giving aid. 
The third is the Lake Shore project and 
this gentleman this week received a let- 
ter from Mr. John Newell, who states 
that this link from Fayette, on the old 
Canada Southern line, across the Battle 
Creek road, juet east of Goshen, would 
doubtless be built. Much of the dis- 
tance was graded before the Lake Shore 
purchased the Canada Southern right- 
of-way, over which line this link will be 
built. Tho Toledo and Chicago Air-line 
people proposse to build from Toledo to 
Chicago; the Wabash Chicago company 
from Angola, Ind., to Chicago.

Manv of us who pride ourselves on 


our good breeding are singularly blind 
ns to what is duo to friends who'aro vis- 
iting people unknown to us, or who are 
entertaining guests whom we havenover 
met. 
Nor are wo more assured as to 


some of the points of etiquette toward 
our own guests and to our own hosts 
when wo wake an occasional fiittina 
from home. 


It is useless to decry etiquette by say- 


ing that tho best manners in all "cases 
are those which hurt no one. This is 
true as a general law, but there always 
are some points which leave no room 
for experiments as to what will hurt 
another, and which yet nmy bo settled 
once for all by a few rules. 


If you have an acquaintance who is 


entertaining friends whom she wishes 
you to meet, it is your duty to- call 
promptly, and if possible -offer some 
hospitality to both guests and hosts. 


If the positioa'is reversed, and your 


friend is visiting people unknown to 
you, never go to see your friend without 
leaving a card for the hostess. If yon 
give any entertainment for the friend, 
be very sure to invite her hosts also. It 
does not follow that your invitation will 
be accepted, but if it is, the hostess 
must be treated as the guest of honor 
and shown every deference. If, for in- 
stance, the entertainment is a luncheon 
for young ladies, she may be asked to 
take the seat at the end of the table op- 
pcsite to your own. 


If the mutual friend is your guest, 


yon may be sure that, if she is a woman 
of good breeding, she, in turn, will ac- 
cept no invitation which does not in- 
clude you, although you may think best 
to decline it and insist upon her going 
alone. Nor will she receive visitors 
without 'asking yon to join them in the1 
parlor—should her friends be rude 
enough to have sent you no cards. 
Here, too, you may excuse yourself, or 
at most, join them with such delay as to 
give them a short interview alone. 


These same rules hold good for you 


when you are the guest. Before you 
jo to make the visit, send word to your 
Wends where and with whom you are 
to stay, so that there may be no idea 
that you are in a boarding-house, and 
therefore mistress of your time and sur- 
roundings. This constant deference to 
your hostess should lead yon to order 
all letters and packages to be addressed 
to her care. 


As to the disposal of your time, when 


you are visiting, no etiquette requires 
you to accept all the plans of yonr hos- 
tess, if you feel unable to do so; but 
care is needed to show that refusal 
means lack of strength, not lack of in- 
terest and inclination. 
With a little 


tact on both sides, you will have many 
bours for your own. 


Indeed, a skillful hostess will manage 


to secure you this privilege, and not 
make the mistake of working too hard 
to amuse you, and so absorb every mo- 
ment of your visit into her idea of what 
is treasure for yon.

Seemingly fine 
watches and jewelry are sold at various 
prices. It is unnecessary to_ state that 
these goods are "snide," or, if genuine, 
are knocked down to a confederate. 
Often fiuu goods are offered for inspec- 
tion, put up ex-en for sale; a base imi- 
tation substituted when they arc 
wrapped up for delivery. Many an 
unsuspecting 
countryman, 
having 


made a bid, has goods struck off to 
him and several times the amount of 


exposed by the ditily prow that native 
game has become "timid" aud difllcult 
to "bag." • Hence most of tho victims 
aro now secured from tho country, 
whore the Chicago papers have a verj 
general circulation. 


Tho price for an interest varies with 


tho abilitv to pay of the party to be 
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swindled. 
Unco secured, the new 


"partner" is systematically "frozen 
out," that is. after various schemes 
have been played upon him and all his 
surplus cash secured. One man in 
Madison street "takes in," on an aver- 
age, a partner a, month. Frequently 
the swindled parties join the enter- 
prise and get even by finding a new 
man with monev to buy them out, 01 
take a third interest iu the "rapidly 
growing business."

But there is ono woman 
why lisiie^ially attracts the man's atten- 
tion, Shu is soon to ho with him the 
Joint owner of the fluid. She has come 
from a distant land for the sola purpose 
of being kind to an aged woman. 


I know not what her features were: 


but when UK; Lord Hod sHs behind :i wo- 
man's face the lampuf courage; and faith 
and solf sacrifice there comes on I n glory 
Independent of features. 
Khe is to be 


the ancestress of Jesus Christ. 
the owner of tho field, as soon as he un- 
derstands that it is Kuth, accosts her 
•with a blessing: "A full reward be given 
theo of the Lord God of Israel, under 
•whose wing thou art come to tnu 
Christ compares himself to a hen gatli 
ing the chickens under licr wings. 
Deuteronomy God is represented as 
eagle stirring up her nest. In a. gr 
many places in the I'salms David makes 
ornithological allusions; while my text 
mentions the wings of God, under which 
tho poor, wehry soul had come to trust. 


I ask your attention, therefore, whili 


taking the snnation of my text, I 
sneak to you in all simplicity ami love of 
tho wings of the Almighty. 


First, I remark thai they were swift 


wings under which Kuth had co 
trust. There Is nothing in all the ! 
work of God more curious than a bird's 
wing. You have been surprised some- 
times to see how far it could fly with 
ono stroke of the wing; nnd when It has 
food Lu nrospect, or when it is affrighted, 
tho pulsations of the bird's wings arc 
unimaginable for velocity. The English 
lords used to prldo' themselves on tho 
speed of their falcons. 
Theso birds, 


when tamed, had in them tho dart of 
lightning. How swift were the carrier 
pigeons In tho time of Anthony and tlio 
sicgo of Jerusalem! Wonderful Kpwd! 
A carrier pigeon was thrown up at 
Itouen and came down at Gliout—nlm-ly 
miles 
off—in ono hour. 
Tlift currier 


pigeons were tho leiejiraphs of the olden 
time. Swallows have been shot in our 
latitudes having tho undigested rleo of 
Georgia swamps In thcr crops, showing 
Hint they hnd come 400 miles in six 
hours. It has been estimated that In 
the ten years of a swallow's life it flies 
far enough to have gony around tho 
world eighty-nine times, BO great Is Its 
Velocity. 


And no tho wings of tho Almljthlly 


spoken of In tho test aro swift wings. 
They are swift when they drop upon n 
foo, uml swift when limy comu to help 
God's frit-mis. 
If a fattier and Ills wit! 


»H> walking by the way, and 
tlio child 


goes too near n precipice, how long does 
it tnkofor Ui« father to deliver tho child 
from danger? t/oiigcrlhnn it takes God 
to swoop for tlm rescue of Ills children. 
Tlio lael in that yon cannot getaway 
from tho caro of Gwl. If you lako Urn 
Pteamahfp or tho swift rail train he Is nil 
tho tljno along with you. 
"Whither 


shall I RO from thy uptrlt, nnd whither 
shall I llee from thy presence? If I. as- 
cend up Into Heaven thou art tlwro. If 
I maliomy bod In hull, beholdl thou aro 
there. If IUke the wings of'tho morn- 
ing and dwell In the uttermost parts 
<>! 


tho sen, oven Ihero thy hand shall hold 
mo." 


Tho Arabian gimillo Is swift as tho 


wind. If ltgetsbutoncgllm;>so of the 
hunter It puts many crags between. 
Solomon four or fivo timws compares 
Christ, to an Arabian gazelle (culling It 
by another namn) when ho says, "My 
beloved is llko a roe." 
Thn difference is 


that tho roe .<tiMw<.9 Uic other way; Jesus 
spccdn this. Who hut Christ could have 
been quick enough to have helped Peter 
when the wator pavement broke? 
Who 


but Christ could have been quick enough 
to help the Duke of Argylc when, In bin 
dying moment, lin cried: "Good cheer! I 
could die like a Roman, but I mean to 
die like a Christian. 
Como away, gen- 


tleman. Ho who goes lirst goes clcan- 
cstl" I had a friend who stood l>y tho 
rail track at Carlisle, Pa., when tho am- 
munition hnd given out at Antictam, and 
ho Raw the train 
from 
Harrlsburg, 


freighted with shot and shell, as it went 
thundering down to the lnvtllc-llcld. Ho 
said that It stopped not for any crossing. 
Tlicy put down the brakes for no grade. 
They held up for no peril. 
Tlio wheels 


were on fire with tho speed as they 
dashed past. If tho train did not 
up In tlmn with the ammunition it might 
as woll not coino at all. 


So, my friends, there are times In our 


lives wtten we mu?t have help immedi- 
ately or ixirlsii. Tlio grace that comes 
too late Is no grace at all. 
What you 


and I want IH God—now. Oh, is It not 
blessed to think that God is always in 
such quick pursuit of his dear children? 
Wlieira sinner seeks pardon, or a batllod 
soul needs help, swifter than thrush's 
wing, swifter than ptarmigan's wing, 
swifter than flamingo's wing, swifter 
than eagle's wing arc tho wings of tho 
Almighty. 


I remark further, carrying out the 


Idea of my text, that tliu wings under 
which Ruth had come to trust were very 
broad wings. 
There have been eagles 


shot In the Itocky Mountains with wings 
that were seven feet from tip to Up. 
When tho king of the air sits on the crag 
the wings are spread over all tho eaglets 
In the eyrie, and when tho eagle starts 
from the rock tlm shadow is like tho 
spreading of .a storm cloud. 
So tho 


wings of God aro. broad wings. 
Ruth 


had been under those wings in her in- 
fftiililc days; in the'days of her Imppy 
girlhood in Moab; in tho day when she 
gave her hand to Mahlon, fn her first 
nrnrrfago; in the day when she wept over 
his grave,; in the day when she trudged 
nut into tho wilderness of poverty, in 
the days when she picked up tho few 
straws of liarley dropped by ancient cus- 
tom in the way of tho poor. 


Oh! yes, tho wings of God aro broad 


wings. They covnr up all our wants, (ill 
our sorrows, all our sufferings. lie puts 
one wi»g over our cradle, and Ho puts 
the other over our grave. Yes my dear 
friend.--, it i* not a desert in which we 
aro placfii], it Is a nest. 
Sometimes It, Is 
a very hard nost, liko that of the eagle, 
spread on tlm rouk, with ragged moss 
and rough slink*, hut still is a nest; and 
although It may bo very hard under us, 
over us arn the wings of tho Almighty. 


There sometimes comes a, pt-rlod hi one's 
llf<- wlitni lie Icvls forsaki-n. 
You said

Meanwhile, tho birds in the nest shiver 
and complain and call and wonder why 
the mother bird does not como back. Ah, 
sho has gone for food. 
After a while 


there is a whirr of wings, and tho mother 
bird stands on the edge of the nest, and 
tbo little ones open their mouths, and the 
food is dropped in; and then tho old bird 
spreads out her feathers and all is peace. 
y-i. some-Mines, Uod leaves us. 
lie goes 


on" to put fuod for our soul, and then lie 
comes back after a while to the riest and 
says, "Open thy mouth wide and I will 
till it," and He drops into it the sweet 
promises of His grace, and tho love of 
God is shed abroad and ivc aro tinder 
His wings—the broad 
wings of the 


Almighty. 


Yes, they arc very broad: There is 


room under those wings for the sixteen 
hundred millions of tho race. You say:

It 
docs not follow that your invitation will 
be accented, but if it is, the hostess 
must be treated as the guest of honor 
and shown every deference. If, for in- 
tauce, the entertainment is a luncheon
